Summary  of  recent  bread  grain  information 

The  Argentine  wheat  harvest  is  in  full  swing  throughout  the  country 
and  yields  tend  to  confirm  the.  first  estimate  of  about  231,000,000  "bushels, 
according  to  cabled  info rmati o  n  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 
The  total  1932  wheat  outturn  in.  43-  countries  is  placed  at  a  little  less  than 
3,700,000,000  bushels  or  slightly  below  that  of  a  year  earlier  while  the  acreage 
in  44  countries  not  including  Russia  is  estimated  at  242,970,000  acres  compared 
wi£h  237,866,000  acres  in  the  same  countries  in  ,1931.  ■  The  rye  production  in  26 
countries  this  season  totals  995,768,000  bushels  agai  nst  815,013,000  bushels, 
estimated  for  the  same  countries  last  year  while  acreage  is  placed  at  45, 561., 000 
acres  in  27  countries,  an  increase  of  only  ,5  per  cent.  See  statement  on  follow- 
ing page  and  tables  in  the.  stati stical  ..section  of,.,  this,  i s sue.  . 

Recent  reports  indicate  that  the  French  crop  is  in  good  condition  and 
the  Italian  crop  is    satisfactory  except  where  it  was  damaged  by  floods.  Heavy 
downpours  of  rain  are  said  to  have  destroyed  the  crop  in  the  northern  part  of 
Catalonia,  Spain.    Unfavorable  sowing  conditions  are  responsible  for  the  ex- 
pected decrease  in  winter  wheat  acreage  in  Belgium  for  harvest  in  1933. 

World  wheat  shirments  during  the  week  enied  December  24  totaled  about 
11,200,000  bushels  or  about  the  same  as  the  previous  week.    The  proportion  of 
the  North  American  movement  to. the'  total  continued  to  decrease  with  5,200,000 
bushels  while  the  Argentine' shipments  increased  to  2,155,000  bushels,  Australian 
to  2,731,000  .and  . Russian  736,000  bushels. 

Recent  changes  and  proposals  to  change  foreign  wheat  trade  legislation  "' 
include  increasing  the  domestic  milling  quota  in  the  Netherlands  from  25  to  40  ' 
per  cent  effective .  January  15,  1933.    The  1932  crop  was  almost  double  that  of  ' 
recent  years.:    In  Belgium  it  is  reported  that  millers  have  agreed  to  use  20  per 
cent  domestic  wheat  in  milling  as  compared  with  the  10  per  cent  official  quota 
in  effect  since  mid-September  1932.    The  French  milling  extraction  ratio  of 
66  per  cent  established  in  October  is  now  reported  to  be  abolished.    In  Czecho- 
slovakia the  Grain  Syndicate  is  permitting  unlimited  importations  of  foreign 
wheat  and  flour  from  December  to  '^February  in  exchange  for  compensated  exports  Of 
Czechoslovak!  an  goods  or  li  qui  da ti on  of '  frozen  Czechoslovak!  an  credits  in  the 
country  of  origin.

World  wheat  and  rye  acreage  and  production 

Acreage  _   .  .  .  ■     :■:  . 

Acreage  estimates  have  now  been  receive!  for  the  1932-33  crop  from  44 
countries  for  whaat  and  27  countreis  for  rye,  not  including  Russia.    The  'total 
acreage  for  wheat  harvested  in  1932  in  the  44  countries  which  in  1931  accounted 
for  over  97  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China, 
amounted  to  242,970,000  acres.  .This  represents  an  increase  of  2  per  cent  over 
the  acreage  in  the  same  countries  the  previous  year,  but  is  still  about  1.5  per 
cent  less  than  the  1930' acreage  in  those  countries.    If  the  reported  Russian 
wheat  acreage  were  included  the  1932  and  1931  acreages  would.be  practically  the 
same  and  slightly  above  the  1930  acreage.    The  1932  Russian  acreage  is  placed 
at  88,724,000  acres  compared  with  92,070,000  for  1931  and  a  revised  figure  of 
80,500,000  a.cres  for  1930.    The  European  total  for  28  countries  or  territories 
now  stands  at  75,529,000  acres  or  .5  per,  .cent  ..below  last  year  "but  is  nearly 
2,000,000  acres,  or  almost  2.5  per  cent  above  the  19  30  area.    The  Southern 
Hemisphere  shows  the  most  increase  over  last. year,  but  is  still  well  below  the 
1930  acreage  in  those  countries.  ■  ■ 

The  total  rye  acreage  in  the  27  countries  reporting,  which  accounted  for 
98  per  cent  of  the  1930-31  world  total,  exclusive  of •  Russia,, >.  amounted  to 
45,561,000  acres.    This  is  but  very  little  di  fferent  .from  -the  1931  acreage  but 
is  over  5  per  cent  below  the  19  30  area.    The  Russian  rye  acreage,  in  1932  was 
placed  at  64,399,000  acres 'which  far  exceeds  the  total-  reported  for  the  27  couh- ; 
tries  reporting  and  represents  a  decrease  of  over  3,000,000  acres  from  the'1931 
rye  acreage  in  tha.t  country.    No  other  important  acreage  changes  in  rye  occurred 
in  the  continental  totals  for  1931  and  1932.     See  acreage  tables,  pages  9  and  10. 

pro  duction  ... 

Production  comparisons  are  more  varied,  especially  for  rye  than  those 
of  acreage  for  1931  and  1932  for  most  Continents  due  to  changes  in  yield.  The 
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43  countries  reporting  wheat  production  this  year  represent  a  total  of 
3/698,503,000  bushels  as  against  3,711,983,000  in  1931  and  3,764,047,000  tush- 
els  in  1930.    These  countries  in  1931  accounted  for  over  95  per  cent  .of  the 
estimated  world  total  outside  of  Russia  and  China  for  which  official  produc- 
tion estimates  are  not  yet  available.     The  North  American  production  total 
at  1,167., 000, 000  bushels  is  a  decrease  of  4-1/2  per  cent  from  1931  and  about 
10  per  cent  below  the  1930  total.     In  Europe,  on  the  other  hand,  the  27  coun- 
tries reporting  have  a  total  wheat  crop  this  year  according  to  present  esti- 
mates of  1,499,000,000  bushels  or  an  increase  of  about  4~l/2  per  cent  over 
last  year' s  production  and  about  10  per  cent  above  the  1930  crop.     The  Euro- 
pean v/heat  acreage,  it  was  noted,  was  .5  per  cent 'less  in  1932  than  in  1931. 
Production  in  Asiatic  countries  shows  a  10  per  cent  decrease  in  1932  compared 
with  1931  due  largely  to  the  smaller  Indian  and  Turkish  crops  harvested  this 
year.     The  Southern  Hemisphere  total  which  is  usually  somewhat  similar  in 
quantity  to  the  Asiatic  total  is  about  5  per  cent  larger  than  last  year  though 
still  below  the  193d  production  in  that  area. 

Rye  production  estimates  have  now  been  received  from  26  countries  which 
in  1930-31  accounted  for  over  96  per  cent  of  the  estimated  worid  total.  The 
total  for  the  reporting  countries  amounts  to  995,768,000  bushels,  an  increase 
of  22  per  cent  over  last  year's  small  crop,  due  to  considerably  increased 
yields  this  year  im  Europe.     The  present  estimated  total  is  practically  the 
same  as  2  years  ago  but  is  still  slightly  below  the  prewar  average  1909-1913. 
Germany  and  Poland  which  account  for  about  60  per  cent  of  the  1932  total  rye 
production  both  show  important  increases  over  last  year,  the  former  being  25 
per  cent  larger  and  the  latter  12  per  cent  above  a  year  ago  but  still  some- 
what below  the  1930  crop.     Though  the  totals  are  not  large  in  the  Baltic  and 
Scandinavian  countries,  where  rye  plays  a  very  important  part  in  bread  grain 
requirements,  all  of  these  countries  show  substantial  increases  over  last 
year's  reduced  yields -but  are  generally  still  below  the  1930  rye  crops  there.

Pre-holiday  demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  was  quiet. and  price  changes 
were  small  and  irregular  as  compared    with,  a  week' earlier.     Se©  price  table,  page  1 
Cloth  demand  at  Manchester  also  fell  of f  chief ly . due  to  the  approaching  holidays 
though  the  Indian  demand  was  fairly  well'  maintained.     The'  yarn  market  was  steady 
during  the  week  with  moderate  sales.     Trading  at  Bremen  was  rather  limited  with  a 
moderate  demand  which  was  only  for  specialties.    At  Milan  spot  demand  was  fair 
while  demand  for  yarn  was  good  with  increased . act ivity  in  the  spinning  section.

Japan  using  less  imported  tobacco  .... 

Cigarette  manufacturers  in  Japan'  are  putting  less  American  leaf  into  their 
popular  brands,  according  to  a  message  of  December  24.  from  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner 0.  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai.     Current  sales  of  all  cigarettes  show 
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a  slight  decline  below  last  !ysa,r,  "out  reducing  "buying  power  of  consumers  has 
resulted  in  a  marked'  tendency1  ''toward  heavier  consumption"  of  the  cheaper  brands 
of  cigarettes*    The  'currency "depreciation  of  recent  raonths  has  made  imported 
American  leaf  considerably  mdre  expensive  in  terms  df.  "yen.    Japan  Tobacco 
Monopoly  figure?  s  for  the 'year  "ended  March  31,  1932  place  the.  consumption,  of 
American  yellow  leaf  cigarettes  at  17,333,000,000  pieces  against  15, 657, 000', 000 
in  1930-31  and  13,935,000, 000'  for  1929-30.    The  1931-32  figure  for  consumption 
of  cigarettes  made  from  Japanese  leaf  was  12,227,000,000  against  15,510,000,000 
in  1930-31  and  10,827,000,000  in  1929-30.    The  Monopoly'  s  figures  .do  not;  reflect 
the  more  recent  curtailment,  of  the  utilization  of  American  tobacco.  ., 

A-n  area  of  28,200  a'pre's  has  been  planted'  to  flue  "cared  tobacco  in  Japan 
for  the  1933  crop,  against  18,370  acre's"' for  1932  and  13,233  acres  for  1931. 
About  56,013  acres  have  been  planted  for  'the  1933  crop  of  'domestic  type  toba.pco 
against  6,531  acres  for*  1932  and  '77,042  acres  for  1931.    production  of  Japanese 
flue- cured  tobacco  reached  2l,780,'000  pound's  in  1932  against  17,992,000  pounds 
for  1931.    The  output  of  the  current  year  in  domestic  type  tobacco,  on  the 
other  hand,  stood  at  127,830,000  pounds  against  137,833,000  pounds  a  year,  earlier. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AID  YfOGL 

Regular  chilled  beef  shipments  from  South  Africa 

Beginning  in  January  1933,  the  Union  of  South  Africa  plans  to  send 
monthly  shipments  of  chilled  beef  to  England,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache 
C.  C.  Taylor  at  Pretoria.    A  shipment  of  600  quarters  is  scheduled  to  leave 
January  20.     Cold  storage  shipping  space  is  limited,  but  is  being  increased.. 
One  of  the  chief  hindrances  to  the  maintenance  of  quality  shipments  is  damage 
to  mea-t  from  bruising.    At  present,  bruising  occurs  in  25  to  30  per  cent 
of  the  cattle  slaughtered  for  chilling.    South  African  hindquarters  have  been 
sold  recently  at  Smithfield,  London,  for  12.5  cents  per  pound,  with  forequarters 
bringing  7.5  cents,  both  being  about  1  cent  under  conpara.ble  Argentine  grades. 
The  limited  shipping  space  is  holding  volume  down  to  the  equivalent  of  250  head 
of  cattle  per  month. 

jfaropoan  wool  mar.u f a c tur e r s  fairly  active 

TJbol  processing  enterprises  in  Europe  were  fairly  well  occupied  during 
the  mQ.nth  ended  December  15,  especially  on  the  Co,,+  ine:it,  according  to  reports 
from  field  agents  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    In  Great  Britain,  mill 
activity  has  been  most  marked  in  the  primary-processes  in  fine  crossbreds  and 
merinos,  according  to  wool  specialist  H.  E.  Reed  at  London.    That  activity  has 

been 
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encouraged  "by  a  substantial  export  trade  in  tops,  which,  in  turn  has  been  aided 
by  the  lower  sterling  exchange.    Machinery  employed  on  coarse  qualities,  how- 
ever, is  less  active  and  more  short  time  has  been  worked.    At  the  London  wool 
sales  closed  December  13,  and  in  primary  market,  English  competition  and  demand 
have  been  secondary  to  Japanese  and  continental  participation.    England  has 
bought  cautiously  in  primary  markets,  and  has  been  handicapped  further  at  London 
as  the  depreciation  in  sterling  improved  the  buying  advantage  of  continental 
gold,  countries. 

On  the  Continent ,  the  month  under  review  was  another  period  of  fairly 
satisfactory  sales  and  mill  occupation  in  all  of  the  important  countries,  accord- 
ing to  Agricultural  Attache  L«  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.  .  Trading  in  tops,  noils 
and  wool  remained  at  the.  somewhat  reduced  level  of  the  preceding  month,  "but 
still  in  fair  volume,  and  was  stimulated  occasionally  by  the  favorable  price 
opportunities  developing  from  the  decline  in  sterling.    Tops  for  knitting  yarn 
purposes  was  particularly  favored.    New  sales  by  weavers  and  spinners  of  worsted 
were  fairly  satisfactory  over  most  of  the  Continent,  with  orders  from  the 
knitting  industry  especially  important.    Hatmakers  were  generally  active  and 
reported  good  business. 

South  African  mohair  exports  increase 

A  total  of  about  7,000  bales  of  mohair  left  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
from  July  1  to  November  9,  1932  against  only  5,000  bales  in  the  12  months  ended 
June  30  last,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at  Pretoria.  The 
1930-31  figure  was  12,000  bales.     The  increase  so  far  in  1932-33  indicates  a 
liquidation  of  large  stocks  of  mohair  carried  over  from  1931-32.    Receipts  of 
mohair  at  Port  Elizabeth  since  July  1  last  reached  the  equivalent  of  6,695  bales 
against  5,377  bales  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.    The  slight  ex- 
cess this  year  to  date  was  caused  by  heavier  October  receipts  coincident  with 
a  temporary  recovery  in  market  activity.    There  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  the 
clip  this  year  is  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  but  rather  it  is  expected  to 
be  smaller.    Official  estimates  indicate  a  reduction  of  138,575  angora  goats 
since  last  year  and  71,930  since  two  years  ago,  when  the  census  enumerated 
1,800,711  angora  goats.    During  November  and  December  receipts  of  winter  mohair 
are  expected  to  diminish  after  which  summer  mohair  will  begin  to  arrive.
